He advised 
congress early in January th at he 
would have such a message later. 


Two Divergent Ideas Urged 
It. is known, however, th a t two 
divergent ideas of future govern 
ment-business relations have been 
urged upon Mr. Roosevelt. 
These views have been given 
public expression by Donald Ricb- 
berg, form er NRA administrator, 
and R obert H. Jackson, assistant 
attorney general. 
Richberg advocates relaxation of 
the anti-trust laws to perm it busi 
ness planning under government 
supervision. 
Jackson would tight 
en the laws in a “trust-busting' 
effort. 
Some observers interpreted an 
flp.dre.-s by Jackson last night at 
syracuse. N T ., as aimed at Rich 
berg g idea. 
In it the assistant at 
torney general said: 
"I have an instinctive distrust 
ef the long-time ability of govern­ 
ment to regulate ra th e r than p re­ 
vent concentration of control. Ex­ 
perience demonstrates, particular­ 
ly in the public utility industry. 
that governm ent regulation tends 
too frequently over a period tim e 
to pass under the control of those 
who are supposed to he regulat­ 
ed.*’

Unprovoked; Hull Files 


Protest To Japan

WASHINGTON. Jan. 29.—An ac­ 
count from John M. Allison, Amer­ 
ican diplomatic representative at 
Nanking, of the circum stances un­ 
der which a Japanese sentry slap­ 
ped him increased today the fric­ 
tion in United States-Japanese re­ 
lations. 
Allison denied flatly th e official 
Japanese version that he had In­ 
su lted ti Nipponese officer. 
He de­ 
scribed the attack W ednesday as 
unprovoked. 
Secretary Hull sent instructions 
to A m bassador Grew at Tokyo to 
m ake representations. 
The account from Allison, third 
secretary of the embassy at Nan­ 
king, in brief was: 


Woman Reported Attacked 
Japanese soldiers forcibly had 
taken a Chinese woman from the 
agricultural 
implement 
shop 
at 
Nanking university, an American 
institution, and attacked her. 
Allison and Charles Riggs, an 
American and a mem ber of the 
university 
faculty, 
accompanied 
the woman. Japanese consular po 
lice and gendarm es to the Jap an ­ 
ese barracks where she was to try 
to identify her assailants. 
The gendarm es advised Allison 
and Riggs not to go into the build­ 
ing. but did not tell them 
they 
could not. 
Gendarmes and the wo­ 
man then entered. 
Allison and Riggs stepped inside 
the gate and a Japanese soldier 
rushed up. shouting “Back, back!’’ 
“I backed up slowly.” said Alli­ 
son, “but before [ had time to get 
out 
of the 
gate he slapped 
me 
across the face and then turned 
and did the same to Mr. Riggs.’• 
Shanghai Areas Restricted 
When 
the 
gendarmes 
advised 
that he and Riggs were Americans 
Allison said, the soldier “ became 
livid with rage,’’ and was forcibly 
restrained only after he had torn 
off Riggs’ collar. 
‘ At no tim e.” Allison said, "did 
either Mr. Riggs or myself touch a 
Japanese soldier, nor did we speak 
to any except the gendarm es with 
us.” 
At Shanghai. Japanese restricted 
the areas 
into 
which 
foreigners 
may go. apparently in an effort to 
avoid possible new “incidents.’’ 
The only areas now open to for­ 
eigners in Shanghai, other than the 
international 
settlement 
and 
the 
French concession, are the Hung- 
jao territory and a small strip be­ 
tween Hongkew and the Kiangwan 
race course, but special passes are 
required even there. 
The slow-moving war itself cen­ 
tered about Hangchow, about 125 
miles 
south 
of 
Shanghai. 
The 
fighting 
was 
sporadic, 
but 
was 
close enough so that gunfire could 
be heard within the city, an Amer­ 
ican at Haugehow reported.

delay, which we could string out 
as long as the rajah felt social, and 
not any longer. 
I did not know 
anything about what kind of cere­ 
mony Malay 
rajahs 
go through 
when they put away an enemy of 
great distinction who is helpless in 
their hands. But we had no rea­ 
son to think that there would be 
much 
postponement attached to 
the matter, other than for enter­ 
tainment purposes. And tho one 
thing I had never heard of was a 
Malay rajah who could he talked 
out of anything in any such cir­ 
cumstances as this. With the threat 
of superior power eliminated, you 
have surprisingly few points of 
contact with a Malay. 
And there we w-ere. Nothing is 
more difficult for a white man in 
dealing 
with Malays than the in­ 
terminable slowness which impedes 
any conversation of 
any weight. 
Here we bad to do with what rep­ 
resented the nobility of the breed 
—the proudest and most regal blood 
the archipelagoes had developed; 
and this multiplied the delibration 
surrounding the pronouncement of 
any statement of any real account. 
Mantusen. in at once showing the 
rifle and the head, had exposed our 
position with what amounted to a 
savage abruptness. This in itself 
coining from a chief who would 
have taken four days to discuss a 
hunting trip up a river, showed 
what an extreme pinch we had got 
ourselves into. 


‘Too Much Gunpowder' 
In the end we could, of course, 
get ourselves k‘!led trying to es­ 
cape. But the attempt meant, to 
begin with, the out and out a b a n ­ 
donment of our boat. All Clyde 
could do. and what he now went 
ahead with, was to attempt the im- 
possible job of talking our wayout.

Early In the first hour, my back 
began to ache. Later I computed 
that we sat there between four and 
five hours; but by this time I did 
not understand why daylight did 
not come before we were through. 
I* seemed to mo that we sat there 
for weeks. 
Yet, considering all this, the ex­ 
act fact? behind Mantusens dis- 
pleasure came 
out 
surprisingly 
clear and soon. 
“I did not start thfs«war.” Clyde 
said.

C 
ONFIDENCE (American definition) is a slate of 
mind in which men who want something expect 
to get it in the near future. 
\VheD the confidence of th* population drops 
below a certain level—perhaps that of 1926, the year 
when conditions in this country were theoretically 
aouod—there is a slump. When confidence rises 
above tho same level there is a spurt, possibly oven 
a boom. 
It is. therefore, necessary to kuow something 
about confidence before it is possible to know, or to 
pretend to know, anything about th© country as a 


whole. 
Immediately, a significant tact Intrudes itself— 
that confidence, which some persons claim is a 
minus quantity at present, is not that at all. On 
the contrary, there 
is an 
abundance 
of confi­ 
dence. 
This Is manifest in the frequent assertion that 
President Roosevelt could fix everything wrong 
with the country merely by making a statem ent 
which would be reassuring to certain key persons 
and businesses. 
It is manifest in the reiterated prediction of all 
ab ados of economic prophets that better times will 
come with spring; also in tho reassuring statem ent 
that things do not need to get worse before they 
can get better.

Roosevelt Fails To Back Views With Figures

NCLE SAM, looking anxiously at a Neander- 
tbalic world where thick necks, jutting jaw s 
and bulging muscles are the rage, has peeled ort 
his clawhammer coat and flexed his biceps for 
the edification of the strong boys. lie hopes they'll 
be impressed sufficiently not to sta rt any trouble. 
T hat is the significance of President Roosevelt’s 
arm am ents message asking for approximately an 
extra billion dollars fur defense. This is the cus­ 
tom ary explanation of nations undertaking extra 
obligations for defense; they invariably yearn tor 
peace but intend to protect themselves ugainst 
warm akers. 
* 
I ts crazy, it’s dangerous, its ruinously costly 
and in the long run it’s bound to be fatal. Even 
though each nation insists it Is arm ing itself solely 
for defense and is not interested in attack, except 
aa a method of defense, someone always attacks 
sooner or later—and the war Is on. 
Americans m ust understand that their arm am ents 
plans, which were forced Into existence by the 
plans of other governments, will cause those gov­ 
ernm ents, in turn, to undertake still costlier plans. 
This country’s faith In its devotion to peace is not 
shared universally abroad, any more than Ger­ 
m any’s professed desire for peace is taken serious­ 
ly by France. There is uo confidence among na­ 
tions. lf there were, arm am ents would be unneces­ 
sary. Because thoro isn’t, arm am ents are necessary. 
Fortunately, some of tho muscle flexing is bluff. 
The United States warns it is beginning a biniou 
dollar defense program, but tbe naming of that sum 
does not mean it will be added to national defense 
expenditures in one lump. Instead, it will be added 
bit by bit over a period of years, and some or it 
may never be added at all.

less the edicts and judgments ut­ 
tered on Tuesdays and Fridays ami 
displayed on the front pages of the 
papers immediately following, are 
actually accepted by most Ameri­ 
cans as policy. 
THE correspondents watch the 
President to see w hether by his 
gestures, or tbe tone of his voice, 
ho seems to be making an offhand 
judgm ent or to be putting behind 
it the full force of his convictions. 
It is news of sufficient importance 
to affect the course of investments, 
whether he shakes his head vigor­ 
ously, whether he speaks aggres­ 
sively. or w hether be rem arks that 
be is not using tbe dictionary sense 
of a w’ord.

get the mer© abundant life in 1938 
by maintaining tbe demands of la­ 
bor as to both wages and hours, 
by keeping down prices, by paying 


for the recession out of previous 
profits, bv keeping the burden off 
the bondholders — which 
would 
mean bankruptcy—and without re­ 
ducing taxes. 
The question is: Can it bo done? 
The President says it can, but no­ 
body in the 
adm inistration 
has 
proved it, They seem to think w-ifh 
Hamlet 
that 
"there 
is 
nothing 
either good or bad, but thinking 
makes it so." 
Mr. Harold Moulton, the bead of 
the 
Brookings 
institution, 
who 
spoke on W ednesday before 
the 
American Society of Electrical En­ 
gineers, says it can’t bo done. Mr. 
Moulton says—and it can bo sus­ 
tained by loooking at any figures 
of th® national income that bavs 
ever existed in the history of tbe 
United States—-th a t the present de­ 
mand of the American people for 
what they conceive to be an ade­ 
quate standard of living cannot be 
met w ithout a vastly increased and 
more efficient per capita produc­ 
tion. Ho says th at the standard of 
living of 1929 requires the produc­ 
tion of 33 billion dollars of dura­ 
ble goods in th© next five years. 
or 60 percent more than in 1929 
and that such an expansion would 
b® enough to absorb practically tbe 
entire unemployment. But ho says 
that if this is to be achieved cer­ 
tain facts 
m ust 
bo 
considered. 
These facts are that whereas from 
1900 to 
1929 
the length of tho 
working week was reduced 13 per­ 
cent, per capita production expand­ 
ed by 40 percent; while from 1929 
to 1936 per capita production was 
reduced by 15 percent while tho 
working week was reduced by 20 
percent; 
and from 1934 to 1936 
wage rates increased 
moderately 
while prices rem ained practically 
stable, though efficiency increased 
a t about the sam e rate. But at tbe 
end of 1936, he says, the equilib­ 
rium between 
wages and prices 
was shaken; in the first quarter of 
1937 the wag© rate increase was 
accelerated and hours decreased, 
and these increases were wholly 
unrelated lo efficiency; and what 
w’p are getting is more leisure, a 
large part of it in the form of un­ 
employment, and less wealth. 


IN his W ednesday column, Mr. 
* David Lawrence gives some in­ 
teresting figures which I have been 
unable so far to check. 
He says 
that between 1930 and 1936 all bus­ 
iness 
concerns 
iu 
the 
United 
States 
paid 
out 
$24,367,000,000 
more than their income. 
And now 
the President asks industry to dig 
into their surplus to keep up and 
expand industry. 
That is what Mr. 
Hoover asked them to do in 1929. 
and actually industry did it for as 
long as possible, but they can’t do 
it now because we have never had 
a real recovery and we have had a 
surplus profits tax. 
And Mr. Lawrence says that the 
surplus in all manufacturing indus­ 
tries is only eight billion dollars, 
one-fifth of that being in cash. 
If these figures are correct, then 
what the President is asking is 
ju st plain impossible. 
The critics of th© capitalist sys­ 
tem are wont to answ er any argu­ 
m ent on tho field of economics by 
saying that it’s the fault of tbe 
profit, system—even 
if 
we 
can 
prove that we have not been oper­ 
ating under a profit system for a 
loug time, but under a deficit ays* 
tem—.but the fact is that any kind 
of a system—socialist, communist 
—except the m ost simple agrarian 
family farm and related industry 
system, is capitalistic in the sense 
that capitalism is wealth used to 
product wealth. 
W hether that system is publicly 
owned capitalism, as it is in Rus­ 
sia. or aemi-publlcly owned and

INCE the 
British act 
applies 
with equal force to employers 
and employer, 
it seems probably 
that the manhandling of automo­ 
bile union officials near the Ford 
plant in Dearborn several mouths 
ago also would come under the-ban. 
In like m anner would the so-called 
anti-union "reign of terror’’ in H ar­ 
lan County. Ky. be banned by th© 
act.

measure apparently has proved too 
drastic even for the British, tor in 
a summary of th© act prepared by 
the U. S labor department it is ex­ 
plained that "the very breadth of 
th© limitations imposed by this sec­ 
tion apparently explains th© fact 
that this part of the act has al­ 
most never been invoked." 
Tbe British act further restricts 
use of union funds in support of 
political parties. It reduced con­

the political kitty must sign a state­ 
ment saying so. Such a provision 
in U. S. labor law would have out­ 
lawed tbe $500,000 contribution by 
John L. Lewis organization to the 
Democratic campaign fund in 1936. 
since the w orkers had not 
sub* 
mit©d individual authorizations. 
Tho British act provides for pub­ 
lic report ot union funds, a provi­ 
sion which the President seemed 
to favor, aDd it is very possible 
too be want-d a special exam ine 
tion of the registration 
provision 
and the sections making unions re­ 
sponsible for illegal acts during la­ 
bor disputes. 
As th© President may bar© in­ 
tended to suggest, there are some 
“possibilities” in the British act— 
and some “impossibilities.’’

VTjSW YORK, Jan. 29.—One of the 
disappointm ents in big city life 
is th© lack of fires. During a quar­ 
ter century iu the metropolis, I 
have seen but one sizable confla­ 
gration. 
That was the famous T ri­ 
angle holocaust with trapped sweat- 
abop girls swaying at windows and 
plunging to death on sidewalks be­ 
low. 
Out in Gallipolis wo had dandy 
fires without casualties. The whole 
town poised in grip of expectancy 
at tbe first clap of the old bell in 
tbe 
Presbyterian 
church. Nobody 
thought of staying home, no m atter 
tbe hour: 
Even the invalids came 
in wheel chairs. 
H arry Muddy, of the Ohio Valley 
Bank, is our leading buff and rare­ 
ly missed a blaze. 
Each night to 
this day, they say, when the bell 
taps be jumps into hiB clothes, 
lightning-like, and is off. arranging 
his apparel on a chair a t his bed­ 
side at bed-time to lose no time. 
There was something of a Ro­ 
man Holiday about fires on snowy 
w inter nights. 
W ater sprayed and 
clung in glistening icicles. 
Now 
and then a wall would sway and 
slowly fall to a collective ”Ah-h!" 
Ab Adkinson would servo hot cof­ 
fee good neighbors made. Every­ 
thing free. 


Our biggest fire was the night 
the furniture factory along the 
creek bank burned to the ground. 
Editor Sibley routed 
Mr. Lock­ 
wood at the telegraph office to 
send off an account to the city 
papers at 2 a. m. The fire started 
in the paint shop, then got into 
tfie 
wood 
turning 
section 
and 
spread to the surrounding lumber 
yards. 
At one time the heat was 
to intense it blistered the paint 
on Simeon Naah’a porch a block 
away. 
Chuck Sweeney was hero 
of this one. 
He climbed a water 
pipe and saved papers out of Ma­ 
jor Fuller’s private office. Chuck 
later became a balloonist with a 
touring wagon circus, sailing- up­ 
ward and landing in nearby corn­ 
fields for $4 a voyage. 


Hot argum ents raged around tho 
equally hot big-bellied stoves as to 
who was tbe best volunteer fire­ 
man. 
Most folk agreed it was be­ 
tween Hub Moots aud Chet Rhodes. 
Moots was considered best in un­ 
reeling the bose and being the 
most occomplisbed squirter. 
But 
Gen. Lew Shires always contended 
Rhodes was “footiest on the lad­ 
der." 
All either got for such skill 
was a skull dent in Moots’s bead 
where hair 'would not grow. A fall­ 


ing brick nicked him at the Kerr 
hardware store fire- 


There were usual suspicionings 
of fire-bugs atter each blaze and 
many whispers. 
Dummy Trot, the 
deaf mute, was said to have set off 
several ju st to see the crowds and 
the fire wagons arrive. Anyway, it 
was thought strange a deaf person, 
such as he, was first to arrive. He 
was reported as having been seen 
by a number sneaking up the levee 
tho night the Annie Q. Nelson 
burned to the river edge. When it 
was agreed the packet could not be 
saved, she was cut adrift and float­ 
ed to mid-stream, lighting up the 
whole town and W est Virginia hills. 
A sight to remember! 


Then the time our frame cot­ 
tage on Court street caught fire. 
"Hot air combustion in the attic," 
the 
Daily 
Tribune 
said. 
They 
sent to school for sister and me. 
And when one was told to go 
home by teacher after a messen­ 
ger 
knocked

Outside we could hear the fire 
bell and see people rushing down 
Back Street and turning toward 
the river on Court.

Turning tbe corner, I saw Deck 
durns, cook in Billy Schartz’s s>a- 
loon, carrying out our horse-bair 
sofa. 
Piled up near tho hitching 
block were the crayon of Louie 
Alex mad© tbe year he went to the 
World’s Fair in Chicago—in case 
anything happened—tho brans coal 
scuttle from the parlor and several 
other household furnishings. There 
was a thin trickle of smoke from 
tbe attic window.

porch, as cool as anything. She was

Northern Senators Playing Politics 


To Court Negro Vote While Nation 
4 
Suffers Severe Business Slump

vt WASHINGTON, Jan. GO.—“W hileRome burns. Nero 
' » 
fiddles" might be translated today; "while the 
nation suffers a severe business recession, the Demo­ 
cratic party plays politics.” 
For several weeks now (he work of tho senate of 
the United States has been tied up by a prolonged 
case of maneuvering on the part of northern Republi­ 
cans and northern Democrats to make the Negro 
voters of the country think that each party is their 
friend. 
As a m atter of fact, neither side cares anything 
really about tbe anti-lynching legislation, foi\ while 
lynching is to be deplored and there ought to be 
some way to prevent its recurrence, the bill now- 
pending 
Is 
unquestionably 
unconstitutional 
and 
would never achieve the ends sought even if it were 
held valid by th© Supreme Court of the United 
States. 
The m easure propose# to give the federal govern­ 
ment power to prosecute sheriffs and local officers 
for neglect of duty if lynchings occur. This is a us© 
of federal power which, if carried to logical conclu­ 
sion, would mean th at th© state police pow-er could 
be supervised and held responsible to the federal 
power In everything else, including lynching. 
But the m erits of th© proposed reform have little 
or uothiug to do with tbe lineup in the senate. Any 
bill that ostensibly is in the interest of greater power 
for th© Negro is bound to awaken controversy as 
between northern and southern Democrats. In th© 
south, few Negroes ar© allowed to vote, in th© north­ 
ern cities, especially during the last two decades, th© 
Negroes have become such an im portant balance of 
power in a half dozen states that United States sen­ 
ators listen to th© petitions of Negro groups more 
than ever before in our whole history. 


rT IS significant that, in the vote to end debate by 
A applying tbe cloture or gag rule, the northern 
Democrats voted alm ost solidly in favor of forcing 
the debate to come to an end so th at tho m easure 
Itself could be voted upon. The Republicans played 
politics by lining them selves up against cloture be­ 
cause they wanted to em barrass the Democrats. For. 
after all, th© Democrats have on overwhelming 
majority, and, lf they cannot put through a bill 
friendly to the Negroes, then the Republicans will 
have a chance—at least so they think today—to call 
attention to it in the next campaign and perhaps w-in 
back tbe enormous num ber of Negro votes which 
used to be Republican but which deserted the G O.P. 
in 1936. 
If the debate goes on, maybe there will be a record 
vote. W hen th© time comes for the yeas and nays— 
if it ever does come—tbe Republicans with few ex­ 
ceptions, doubtless will vote for the measure so as 
to show the Negroes they are their staunch friends. 
The northern Democrats also will vote for the bill. 
Tbe southern Democrats will be found in a separ­ 
ate group against the measure. Th© possibility that 
th© bill might pass if the Republicans and northern 
Democrats combine is such that the southern Demo­ 
crats are trying to talk tbe measure to death by 
prolonged debate. This is governm ent by minority, 
but it is often resorted to as a protection against 
insincerity on tbe part of the majority. 
In this in- 
stance, doubtless, m ost of those who will vote for 
tbe m easure do not believe It is constitutional or 
practical either. 
Some parliam entary device, no doubt, will be de­ 
veloped soon to get rid of the anti-lynching bill 
through a motion to lay it on the table or to send 
it back to committee for further study—either plan 
being calculated to enable a northern Democratic 
senator to gay to Negro m ass meetings next fall th at 
he did his utm ost to get the bill enacted, but that 
other senators prevented this from happening. 
T 
HE business of the United States m ust go on and 
mem bers are frankly tired of the long filibuster­ 
ing debate, but politics m ust be served. W ays and 
means m ust be devised, apparently, to take car© of 
political plots and conspiracies that may loom large 
in tbe autum n campaign, especially in clos© dis­ 
tricts. 
Tbe Negro has for many years been a Republican 
voter. During 1936, there were substantial defections, 
and. In some states, th© Negroes voted tbe Demo­ 
cratic ticket by a ratio of nearly 2 to I. Th© Negroes, 
however, followed the general trend, which, a t tbe 
time, was based upon tbe belief that the Roosevelt 
adm inistration had brought real prosperity. A hug© 
proportion of th© Negro voters were on WPA jobs 
or had been benefitted by relief, especially in th© 
northern cities. The Democrats organized this vote 
very effectively. Th© northern senators on the Demo. 
cratic ticket need this vote in November. 1938, to 
pet reelected. The Republicans need it badly to get 
their accustomed strength of the past. 
Hone© all the maneuvering and political debating 
that has occupied the United States senate since 
early this month, as for the development of a public 
sentim ent within the southern states to prevent fur­ 
ther lynchings or to bring to th© bar of justice those 
who clandestinely participate in them, It is doubtful 
w hether much bas been accomplished. More could be 
done by exposure through the powerful investigation 
procedure of United States senate committees and 
attendant publicity than by a law that would be 
alm ost impossible of enforcem ent and would not 
reach to the root of tbe problem—the dilatory pro­ 
cesses of th© law in adm inistering punishm ent to 
those guilty of heinous crimes.

Ideas For Potterymen

Things to invent are listed in "Research and In­ 
vention,” an Ohio Stat© university publication, as a 
contribution to a program of improving life by in­ 
creasing production. Everyone knows the argum ent 
—new, useful articles w<Md create gainful work for 
those who made and sold them , besides making lite 
more abundant for those who bought them. 
But before going into tho more formidable list, 
consider two things which should be made in quan­ 
tities in Ohio’s pottery and glass districts, but ap­ 
parently are not. On© is a cigaret smoker's ceram ic 
ash tray, which should be turned out In a num ber 
of functional designs, which incidentally implies tho 
beauty of simplicity. 
How great tbe im portance and how small the ob­ 
servance of the functional in this field of design has 
been taught to every cigaret smoker by annoying ex­ 
perience. He may bo pardoned for concluding th at 
all tbe new designs originated in Zion City, tobacco- 
less and inexperienced. 
He bas learned th at an ash tray should not be as 
deep as a finger bowl, th at It should, rather, perm it 
tbe cigaret to lie at an angle only slightly inclined 
from tbe borisoatal, so th at he may find it when he 
returns to it after finessing the diamonds the wrong 
way. It* width should equal about twice the length of 
a cigaret, ita base should b© a t least equal to its 
top width, it should be heavy enough to stand firstly 
upon th© base and it should be of low fragility, 
though not be as coarse as sewer pipe. 
It should be free of odalisques, golfers, Cupids, 
Psyches or other figures which by obstructing th© 
hand promote the making of rubbish. Above all, and 
ber© it would achieve distinction in this dav, it 
should be w ithout effigy of a Scottish terrier. 
Tbe other im m ediate need is a practical container 
for library paste, on© designed to be used safely 
with a fair degree of speed by someone who lacks 
the manual expertness of a watchmaker.
